Jimmie  Proctor 
the  student-council  president,  was  in  charge  of  the  programs  in  chapel  each  Friday 
morning. 

We  never  realized  that  four  years  could  go  so  fast.  In  the  twinkle  of  an  eye  we  were 
finishing  high  school.  Leaving  high  school  is  very  sad  to  us,  but  we  shall  find  cheer  and 
comfort  in  the  memories  of  our  happy  high  school  careers,  and  in  the  friendships  we  have 
cultivated.  We  shall  always  remember  Fuquay  High,  and  there  will  be  a  tender  spot  in 
our  hearts  for  this  our  beloved  ALMA  MATER.

One  of  the  first  and  most  successful  of  the  Fuquay  Springs  Student  Council  projects  of  the  year 
was  the  Better  School  Spirit  Week.  Soon  alter  B.  S.  S.  Week,  the  Student  Council  sponsored  pep 
rallies  and  parades  for  advacting  the  school  spirit. 

The  Student  Council  took  over  the  management  of  the  school  store,  and  out  of  the  profits  provided 
for  the  salary  of  the  school  secretary.  We  also  organized  committees  to  help  with  the  running  of  the 
store  and  various  other  school  projects.  One  of  these  committees  spent  much  time  and  effort  organ¬ 
izing  and  drawing  up  the  assembly  program  lor  1954-1955.
